Wong was returned from a 
federal prison In Lompoc, Calif., 
to tell s federal Jury about these 
and otbtr Incidents during Re- 
wild's trial yasterday. 

The M- veer -old real estate man 
said be knew uttie about what 
the company did. even though 
he was the president. In fact, he 
said, be dkf not even read the 
incorporation documents when 
thegr were signed in October 

WONG CLAIMS be did not 
know that millions of dollars of 
investors’ money was being 
brought Into the company and 
spent on company overhead and 
Kewald’s extravagant lifestyle. 
Despite bis denial, Wong fast 
year pleaded guilty to two 
counts of fraud In connection 
with the company’s operation. 

According to Wong, there was 
no discussion about what the 
name of the company would be. 
The first time he saw the names 
BtoSop, Aid win and Dillingham 
was at the offices of sttorney 
Dana Smith when the Incorpora- 
tion papers were signed, be said. 

That directly contradicts Re- 
wald’s sworn statameot about 
bow tbe company got its name. 
In a secret affidavit, Rewild said 
the company was set up «t the 
suggestion of then-CIA bureau 
chief Eugene Welch. 

“Sunny and 1 considered some 
names at the direction of the 
station chief ... and finally cams 
up with a combination called 
Bishop, Baldwin, Rewild, Dilling- 
ham k Wong,” Rewild laid in 
tha affidavit 

BUT WONG aald be did not 
take part In any of- the planning 
that led to tne formation o7 


Bishop, Baldwin, except to agree 
to become Rewald’s partner In a 
consulting firm. 

He agreed to put up 25 per- 
cent of his company, Sunny 
Wong Realty, and Reweld would 
put up 24 percent of his compa- 
ny, Cad. to start the consulting 
company, Wong said. 

But under questioning by As- 
sistant US. Attorney John Pay- 
ton. Wong admitted that he did 
not even ask how much CM1 was 
worth or what it did. Peyton 
said in his opening statement 
that CM1 never had any assets 
and never did any business. 

Wong said he bid no part in 
deciding what position he would 
fill in the new company.

WHEN ASKED why ha didn’t 
question Rewald more about 
what Bishop, Baldwin would do, 
why there were three other 
names m the title, and what Re- 
weld s business background wu, 
Wong laid, *Tt didn’t really mat- 
ter."

But he uid tha only calls 
he ever received on the Cla line 
were "wrong numbers." 

The only time he used the 
telex machine. Wong said, was 
to set up hotel reservations In 
Norway. Taiwan and Hong Kong 
for his honeymoon. 

WONG WAS there when Re- 
wald wanted him to do odd Jobs 
relating to the company. 

For Instance, he agreed to try 
to find a house for a Wisconsin 
woman who had been a friend 
of Rewald s relatives. 

Rewald was cultivating Bea 
Borkenhagen u an investor into 
his sporting goods stores and 
‘then in BBRDfiW and wanted 
her to move to Hawaii Borken- 
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
